That in the Monumental Church 
in Richmond, such has been the suc- 
cess, under Heaven, of the pious and 
venerable Bishop of this Diocese, in 
his holy labours, as to excite in us the 
most lively feeling of gratitude to the 
Great Author of our religion. A de- 
vout atlendance on their religious du- 
ties, anda spirit of harmony, mark 
the conduct of the members of this 
Church, Communicants to the num- 
ber of ona hundred and twenty, sur- 
round the Altar of the Living God. 

That the parish of St. Paul’s exhib- 
its no flattering prospect. The build- 
ing destined for the service of the on- 
ly true God is, by an Act ofthe Le- 
sislatufe, converted into a school- 
house, which might yet be used as a 
place of public worship. The parish- 
ioners appear inclined to cultivate the 
revival of Religion. 

The Church on Richmond Hill ex- 
hibits a lively contrast to the last pre- 
ceeding—a spirit of religion becoming 
general ; about thirty communicants 
—and six baptisms. 

The Church in Shelburne parish 
continues in a prosperous state. — 
Twenty five baptisms, and communi- 
Cants Increasing. 

The parish of Washingtonin West- 
moreland county exhibits dilspidated

copal Church. It is expected the 
building may soon be repaired, when 
by the aid of some pious Divine the 
spirit of religion may be once again 
restored. 

The report from the parish of St.. 
Martin’s, Hanover county, is fayoura- 
ble. In that parish the number of 
communicants has increased, and vi-. 
tal religion appears to be increasing. 
One marriage solemnized—fitteen 
baptisms—two funerals—thirty com- 
municants. 

The report from the parish of Lex- 
ington is favorable.—Forty baptisms 
solemnized. There arethree Church- 
es inthe parish which are not in good 
repair; but the Vestry seem determin- 
ed to have them repaired. 

The report from the parish of 
Kingston states that there have been 
two Churches formerly in this parish ; 
one of which has gone nearly to de- 
cay, and the other entirely demolish- 
ed. A subscription has lately been 
opened to repair the Church that is ia 
a ruinous state. 

The report from the Parishes of St, 
Marks and St. Stephen's, in Culpep- 
per, is favorable. There are 55 com. 
municants. ‘I'wenty two baptisms 
have been solemnized in the course 
of eighteen months. Five marriages. 

In consequence of the absence of the 
Rev'd. John Woodville, the number 
of baptisms and marriages in St, 
Marks, is not known. 

The report from the Parishes of St. 
Thomas’ in Orange is favorable. The 
number of communicants there has 
increased.

Constitution of the Common Pray: 
_€r Book and Tract Society of the 

Diocese ef Virginia. 

1, Every person who pays not less 
than three dollars at the time of sub- 
scribing, and not less than two dol- 
Jars annually, shall be a member of 
this society. 

2. The business of the Society shall 
be conducted by a board of managers, 
consisting of the Bishop and standing 
Committee of the Diocese for the 
time being. A majority of the mana- 
gers shall constitute a quorum to do 
business. The board of managers 
shall make all laws necessary for the 
government of the Society, and shall 
cause a statement of the receipts and 
expenditures of money, with other 
such matters as they may deem pro- 
per, to be laid before the Convention 
of this Diocese at its annual meeting. 

3. At some time during the session 
of each annual Convention, a suitable 
sermon shall be preached by some 
person whom the Bishop shall appoint, 
efter which a collection shall be made 
to be appropriated to the funds of the 
Society. 

4. The Constitution of the Socie- 
ty shall be unalterable, except by a 
vote of the Convention.

Whereas the extent ofthis Diocese 
veill not enable our venerable Bishop 
to visit as frequently the several par- 
ishes as might be desired, and prepa. 
rations might be made to receive him, 
and as it is truly desirable, in the pre. 
sentstate of the Church, that there 
should be a regular organ of commu- 
nication between the several parishes 
of the State and their Diocese— 

Therefore, 


Resolved, That the Convention re- 
commend to the members in the se. 
veral parishes throughout the State, 
when there is no Rector or Vestry, to 
elect a Vestry of at least eight of the 
most pious members of the Church, 
whose duty it shall be to communi- 
cate with the Bishop from time to 
time, upon the prospectsin their se- 
veral parishes, and to endeavor, by 
every possible means, to obtain visits 
from the Ministers of the adjoining 
parishes, as often as the nature of 
their charges and other circumstan- 
ces may admit. 


The said Preamble and Resolution, 
being twice read, were, on the ques- 
tioh put thereupon, agreed to by the 
Convention.. 

The Rev. Oliver Norris from the 
standing Committee of this Diocese, 
submitted to the consideration of the 












€onvention the following Circular 
Letter: | 
Alexandria, March \st, 1816. 

We deem it our duty to submit to 
the friends of the Church in Virginia 
the following considerations: 

The convention of 1815 adopted a 
resolution, having fer its object the 
creation of a fund, by which the va- 
cant parishes might occasionslly en- 
joy benefits of public worship. But 
an inherent difficulty has been found 
to attach to the plan proposed, from 
the small number of clergymen in the 

state, and the consequent impossibili- 
ty of obtaining their services as mis- 
sionaries. This cause which contin- 
uesto operate, must defeat the bene. 
volent scheme of the convention : and 
until some remedy can be applied, 
the church must continue to mourn 
her desolations aud many of her chil- 
dren to sigh, that the harps of Zion 
are unstrung, and no voice of praise 
is heard in her courts, 

Our venerable Bishop has done al! 
in his power to remedy the evil, and 
has diffused, through various and re- 
mote parts, a portion of that zeal 
which animates hislabours. But the 
duties of his parochial charge neces- 
sarily limit this sphere of bis useful- 
ness. It appears tous therefore ne- 
cessary, as well in order to give full 
effect to his Episcopal ministrations, 
as to derive the benefits contemplated 
by the convention, that some mode 
be devised, by which he may be ren- 
dered independent of any parochial 
charge. By this means every part of 
the church may occasionally enjoy 
the benefits of the public ordinances, 
and of the Episcopal functions ; and 
thus, being enabled to pervade every 
pe of the diocese, he will have it in 
his power to encourage the despond- 
ing, to rouse the thoughtless, to give 
direction to the zeal and energy of the 
pious, and to impress upon the whole 
system a salutary impulse. 

It is with this view, we take the li. 
berty of submitting the propriety of 
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that measures be taken in each parish 


constituting a fund for the suppor 
of the Episcopate Contributions 
inay be obiained for it either by an- 
nual or life subseciptions, or by ad- 
vancing an amount which would yield 
an interest equal to the annual sub- 
scription. Should the annual product 
thus raised be more than necessary 
for the support of the Bishop, the sure 
plas may beinvested in bank stock, 
and the interest and dividend thereof 
be reinvested, soas to form, by its 
accumulation, at no distant period, 
we trust, @ permanent fund, wien 
the further 
might cease. 

foaid of this fund, if does not ap- 
pear to us unreasonable to calculate 
upon the donations and bequests of 
pious individuals, who, wishing to 
favor this particular object, will find 
the means of giving their bounty its 
proper direction, in the fund now 
created under a specific appellation.— 
As soonas a similar fund was an- 
nounced in one of the Northern states, 
the committee of that dioceses receiv- 
ed an aneaymous letter, covering 
three thousand dollars for their dis- 
posal 

We have thought it not impropee 
to sketch these general outlines of a 
plan, that they may be considered, 
and the members of the next cenven- 
tion be prepared to make such iIm- 
provements as their better judg- 
ments may suggest. In the mean 
time, we beg leave to recommend,

towards oblaining contributions, and 
that the sums thus raised be forward- 
ed to the convention,* for the pur- 
pose above expressed. 

The convention of 1815 received a 
communication from the president of 
William and Mary college upon the 
expediency of establishing a theologi- 
eal professorship in that institation.— 

*The Convention will be holden 
in Fredericksburg, ow the jirst 
Zuesdey in May neat. 
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Whether this imoartant abject will 
will depend 
entirely, under the blessing of God, 
epon the liberality and zeal of the 
triends of the chucch, in providing toe 
it a suitable fund. Tor the present, 
we submit the subject for considera- 
tion, and ask your aid and advice at 
our next convention, ta organizing a 
plan, which may embrace a charity 
eo extensive and useful, 

When the number and wealth of 
Mpiscopalians in Virginia are consi- 
aered, we cannot but believe that 
these several objects will be cheriah- 
ed, and thet our chureb, which is 
benind none in the purity of her doe- 
trines, and the excellence of her 
sorms, will be behind none in sus- 
cessful effurts towards carrying into 
effect the severs! paris of her reli- 
gious and literary institutions. And 
eurely, in the long list of distinguish. 
ed supporters, a peculiar bhenor will 
vest on these, whe, placed in the 
highest rank and station, have as- 


ever be accomplished, 


sociated their greatness, and conse- 


erated some portion of their wealth to 
such objects; and who will perceive 
that, inrallying round the standard 
of religion, they aie uphoicing that, 
which is not only the best security 
and guard of social order, but is also 
‘ne promise and pledge of a felicity 
above the warmest conceptions of the 
human imagination. 

‘N'o conclude in the words of the re- 
solution before alluded to;—we beg 
leave “‘ most earnestly to entveat the 
members of the church generally, to 
consider the necessity of adopting 
zealous measures for the restoration 
of religion among us: that they en- 
deavor to manifest their gratitude to 
Almighty God, and their sense of the 
awiulimportance of his blessed reve- 
Jation; that they consider the un- 
épeakable rewards they will receive 
from that gracious mester to whom 
‘they belong; whose goodness de- 
mands the warmest returns of love, 
duiy and obedience ; and that they 





will contribute to the utmost in thei¢ 
power, to render this most acceptable 
gervice to his cause.”

fall to visit the Parishes North and 
South of James River. Itis impersi- 
ble for me to specify the precise time, 
but the congregations in that Diocese 
Inay expect me to be with them. 

It gives me great pleasure to men- 
lion, that a spirit of Gospel Industry, 
appears to pervade the minds of all 
the Clergy. When each individual is 
doing his duty, it would be ungene- 
rous to make the least distinction.— 
They possess my entire confidence, 
and they deserve it. May that Jesus, 
whose cause they venerate, and 
whose Empire they are endeavoring 
to promote, own their labours, and 
crown their exertions with the most 
abundant success !
